If th e amen dmen t 
abo lish in g th e tax is ru led co n stitu tio n al, 
wh at abo u t tax es bein g p aid th is y ear fo r 1971 
p erso n al p ro p erty ? Well, th at is th e p resen t 
p ro blem . 


Sev eral o f th e 10 2 co u n ties in th e state h av e 
in itiated co u n ty -wide p ro test su its h o ldin g all 
fu n ds co llected fro m th e tax in escro w p en d- 
in g th e o u tco me o f th e co u rt ru lin g 
Lee Co u n ty State’s Afty . Albert Ken n edy 
bas n o t tak en su ch actio n . 


Ken n edy ex p lain ed, a su it awaitin g ru lin g 
in Co o k Co u n ty , bro u gh t by th e Illin o is Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Asso ciatio n , wo u ld set u p th e sp ecial 
fu n d au to matically fo r all co u n ties in th e state 
an d wo u ld n o t req u ire an in div idu al to sign a 
p ro test fo rm fo r p ay men t o f h is tax . Th e su it 
was filed again st all tax co llecto rs in th e 
state. 


An o th er av en u e o p en , acco rdin g to Stau f­ 
fer, is p en din g legislatio n in th e Illin o is Sen ­ 
ate settin g u p a sim ilar fu n d with th e tax 
mo n ies co llected to draw in terest an d be h eld 
awaitin g th e h igh er-co u rt decisio n . 
A wait-an d-see attitu de seems to be th e o n e

ters, Salv atio n Army wo rkers 
were serv ing 5 ,000 meals per 
day .

Nixon signs education bill 
with blast at anti-bus sect 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix o n to day sig ned the 
$2 1.3 -billio n educatio n bill but 
criticized its antibusing pro v i­ 
sio ns as a co ng ressio nal “ re­ 
treat fro m an urg ent call fo r 
respo nsibility .” 
He said the busing pro v isio ns 
are “ inadequate, misleading 
and entirely unsatisfacto ry .” 
Referring to his o wn pro po s­ 
als fo r a o ne-y ear mo rato rium 
o n any new co urt-o rdered bus­ 
ing , the President said Co n­ 
g ress “ has no t g iv en us the an­ 
swer we requested; it has g iv en 
us rheto ric. It has no t pro v ided 
a so lutio n to the pro blem o f 
co urt-o rdered busing ; it has 
pro v ided a clev er po litical ev a­ 
sio n.” 
The educatio n bill co ntains 
wide-rang ing pro v isio ns to aid 


educatio n fro m elementary to 
g raduate scho o l which the ad­ 
ministratio n calls a landmark 
measure. Also had tacked o nto 
it was a pro v isio n that wo uld 
halt fo r 18 mo nths any scho o l 
busing deseg reg atio n o rdered 
by the federal co urts until all 
appeals had been ex hausted. 
Nix o n declared that the mo r­ 
ato rium the bill o ffers is “ tem­ 
po rary ; the relief it pro v ides is 
illuso ry .” 
The 
9 2 nd 
Co ng ress, 
he 
charg ed, has apparently de­ 
cided to “ dump the matter into 
the lap o f the 9 3 rd. No t in the 
co urse o f this administratio n 
has there been a mo re manifest 
co ng ressio nal retreat fro m an 
urg ent call fo r respo nsibility .” 
Nix o n had to ld a news co nfer­ 
ence Thursday the antibusing 


p ro v isio n “to tally fails” to deal 
p ro p erly with th e su bject. 
If h e v eto ed th e bill, Nix o n 
said, h e do u bted h e co u ld get

Un less th e Un ited States do es 
th e sam e, th e Presiden t said, 
th ere wo u ld be n o ch an ce th e 
So v iets wo u ld n ego tiate Ph ase 2 
o f th e arm s limitatio n s. 
In additio n , h e said, with o u t 
U.S. dev elo p men t p ro gram s, 
th e So v iet Un io n wo u ld “be su b­ 
stan tially ah ead o f th e Un ited 
States o v er-all” by th e latter 
p art o f th e 197 0 s. 
On o th er to p ics, Nix o n said:

Brace yourselves, young par­ 
ents—it costs as much as $90,000 to 
rear two children and put them 
through college. 
“That’s an average of direct 
costs—plus the lost potential earn­ 
ings of the mother,’’ says William A. 
Reasoner, president of Waddell & 
Reed, Inc., Kansas City-based na­ 
tional financial services complex, 
who adds that “this should prompt 
young parents to take an early and 
good, hard look at their family fi­ 
nancial planning.” 
Waddell, & Reed manages and 
sponsors the United Funds, Inc. and 
United Continental group of mutual 
funds, with assets of approximately 
$2.8 billion and more than 500,000 
shareholder accounts. 
“A recent study puts the average 
total expense of raising the first 
child at about $60,000,” Reasoner ex­ 
plains. “This includes $20,000 in di­ 


rect expenses plus $40,000 in lost 
earnings potential of the mother. 
Each additional child runs the com­ 
bined cost up another $29,000.” 
He points out that these figures 
are average and will vary from fam­ 
ily to family—according to income.” 
But they still represent a sizeable fi­ 
nancial obligation. And, while it is 
slightly less expensive to raise a 
child on a farm, differences between 
regions of the country are insignifi­ 
cant. 
“The least expensive place to 
rear a child is on a farm in the north- 
central section of the country where 
the cost is about $19,460,” Reasoner 
notes. 
“The joy of having children can­ 
not be measured in dollars and 
cents, of course. But it makes for a 
happier, more carefree household 
when plans have been made to meet 
the expenses that never seem to 
end,” Reasoner concludes. 


Consider consequences 


‘In nature there are neither re 
wards nor punishments,” said 19th 
century agnostic Robert G. Inger- 
soll. “There are consequences.” 
Unfortunately, in human life as 
well, there are not always rewards 
or punishments—what men call jus­ 
tice. Nevertheless, our deeds most 
definitely have consequences. 
On Sept. 15,1963, four small black 
girls were killed in the bombing of a 
church in Montgomery, Ala. On 
April 7, 1970, a white judge was 
killed during a breakout attempt by 
three black men on trial in a Marin 
county, Calif., courtroom. 
The second event was not, of 
course, a consequence of the first. 
The one crime did not cause, explain 
or justify the other. 
But there is a connecting link be­ 
tween them, a woman named Ange­ 
la Davis, who was charged with 
complicity in the abduction of the 
judge and was eventually complete­ 
ly exonerated by a jury. 
The link lies in the fact that Miss 
Davis, who was 19 years old and liv­ 
ing in Montgomery at the time of the 
bombing, later cited this insane 
atrocity as one of the things that pro­ 


foundly influenced her me, mai 
helped turn her against the kind of 
America she saw around her and 
toward communism, that made her 
adopt a career as an activist and 
“radical.” 
She was widely quoted after her 
acquittal as saying that her opinion 
of American justice hadn’t changed. 
The only fair trial for her, she said, 
would have been no trial at all. 


Yet the person or persons respon­ 
sible for the deaths of four little girls 
in Montgomery have never been 
brought to trial. It would be obscene 
to say that irt this case, no trial was a 
fair trial. 
There was neither reward nor 
punishment after what happened in 
Montgomery, but more conse­ 
quences have flowed from that 
crime than human wisdom can tell— 
and from every other act of hate ev­ 
er committed by white against 
black. 
That intelligent, talented blacks 
like Angela Davis have lost all faith 
in the ultimate justice of American 
society is only one of those conse­ 
quences. 


Young suicides climb 


More young people between the 
ages of 20 and 30 are taking their 
own lives now than at any other time 
in American history, reports an arti­ 
cle in the current issue of Coronet 
Magazine. 
In 1960, six women and 18 men 
per 100,000 killed themselves and in 
1970, the figures had jumped to 26 
women and 41 men. 
In trying to explain this trend, 
Samuel Heilig, director of the Los 
Angeles Suicide Prevention Center, 
points toward alienation of youth 
from the establishment and their 
peer group as basic factors. 
Says Heilig, “They don’t want to 
go to anybody for help if the help can 
be interpreted as part of the estab­ 
lishment. They don’t go to psychia­ 
trists and they won’t use hospital 
clinics.

“ And the pace and texture of 
American life keeps them from 
turning to their peers. Americans 
are continually on the move, never 
stopping, never forming ties, leav­ 
ing them with no one to turn to for 
help when trouble arises or life fails 
them. 
"The problem is all over Ameri­ 
ca,” continues Heilig. “ In the Mid­ 
west, the East, on the West Coast 
they are having problems and they 
have no one to turn to. It seems to be 
part of the current system that ev­ 
eryone be allowed to do his or her 
own thing. 
“ So when one of them is in trou­ 
ble or has problems, the other young 
people are reluctant to interfere or 
help. There’s this belief that you let 
everyone do his own thing and don’t 
get involved,” he concludes.

WASHINGTON— In Presidential 
politics, the wish often tends to be 
father to the thought. 
That is why Sens. Edmund Mus- 
kie and Hubert Humphrey and even 
some others are still dashing around 
the country talking to delegates to 
the Democratic convention, ignoring 
the fact that everybody else believes 
Sen. George McGovern has already 
eaten the whole thing. 
It depends on whose delegate 
count you believe, but at this writing 
McGovern appears to be likely to 
reach Miami Beach with 1,345 dele­ 
gates—only 164 votes short of the 
Presidential nomination. That’s as 
close to setting foot on the moon as 
Neil Armstrong when he opened the 
space capsule hatch. 
But grasping at straws is com­ 
mon political practice, and once in a 
century or two it even works. Hence 
the stop-McGovern forces have 
thought up a plan that might—just 
possibly might—bring his bandwa­ 


gon to an abrupt halt on the opening 
day of the convention. And if Mc­ 
Govern doesn’t make it on the first 
ballot, he may be suddenly in serious 
trouble. 
The key to stopping McGovern 
lies ironically with California, the 
state whose primary victory June 6 
gave him the extra oomph he needed 
to look like a big winner. 
California, Oregon, and South 
Dakota are the only three states that 
have ignored this year the McGov­ 
ern Reform Commission’s recom­ 
mendation that unit rules be aban­ 
doned and delegates be apportioned 
by some formula reflecting the per­ 
centage of primary popular vote 
won by the competing candidates. 
Thus McGovern won all of Cali­ 
fornia’s 271 delegates, although he 
got only 47 per cent of the vote. The 
state’s unit rule is being challenged 
in Federal court as a violation of the 
one-man, one-vote principle, but is 
not expected to succeed. An earlier, 
similar test in the State Supreme 


Court was rejected. 
The unit rule also will be chal­ 
lenged before the Democratic con­ 
vention’s credentials committee. 
The unit rule has a chance of being 
thrown out, but the odds are against 
it. However, anti-McGovern forces 
should be able to muster enough 
committee votes for a minority re­ 
port, which would throw the question 
of seating the delegation open to the 
entire convention. 
It so happens that when state 
seating was chosen by lot this year, 
the delegation that drew number one 
was California. Hence the first ma­ 
jor convention vote will come on a 
question of whether to seat a delega­ 
tion in violation of the spirit of the 
McGovern Commission reforms. 
California cannot participate in the 
decisi&n. 
The stop-McGovern forces calcu­ 
late that minus California’s 271 
votes, McGovern will be able to 
muster only 1,07 4, well short of the 
majority needed to seat the unit del­ 


egation. 
Such a defeat would not only rob 
him of more than 100 delegates when 
California is apportioned propor­ 
tionately, but would be a damaging 
psychological blow to the momen­ 
tum with which he hopes to enter the 
convention. 
The move need not be fatal, even 
if the challenge succeeds, because 
McGovern will still be within less 
than 300 votes of the nomination. 
And his opposition to date shows no 
sign of coalescing around one Presi­ 
dential alternative to him. 
But such a defeat could stiffen the 
spines of some wavering uncommit­ 
ted delegates who were thinking 
about jumping on the McGovern 
bandwagon just to avoid being left 
out in the cold. It would make it 
tougher for McGovern to get those 
last few delegates, and at this point 
that’s the best his opponents can do. '

No outcry over 
Brodsky treatment 
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By RALPH de TOLEDANO 


I have been waiting, though it 
cannot be said that I was holding my 
breath, for some great outcry over 
what the Soviet government has 
been doing to Josef Brodsky. Had 
there been an iota of principle to the 
fulminations over the arrest of a 
Greek editor here or a Spanish stu­ 
dent there, then the heavens would 
be ringing with denunciations of 
Brezhnev, Kosygin & Co. Mass 
meetings would have been called, 
full-page ads would have appeared 
in the New York Times, and pickets 
would have descended on the United 
Nations. 
The Brodsky case, however, has 
caused hardly a flurry. There have 
been a few news stories—usually 
buried away among the truss ads— 
and that has been it. Yet Josef Brod­ 
sky is, according to the literary con­ 
sensus, Russia’s leading poet. And 
poet it is, period. He has not been in­ 
volved in the dissent which has 
shaken up Soviet intellectuals and he 
is not a Zionist. He is, however, a 
Jew in a country which hardly both­ 
ered to hide the signs of official anti- 
Semitism from the press which trav­ 
eled to the Summit with President 
Nixon. 
In the mid Sixties, Brodsky was 
thrown into a slave labor camp. He 
remained there for two years. In 
1969, he was declared, in effect, a 
“non-person’’—one of the most mar­ 
row-chilling words in the Soviet lexi­ 
con. And then, though he wanted to 
remain in his country, he was de­ 
ported. He has been granted a visa 
by the United States and will lecture 
on poetry at the University of Michi­ 
gan. 
And what was Josef Brodsky’s, 
crime? 
In Vienna, he told those few re­ 
porters who bothered to interview 
him that his “crime” was in not be­ 
ing political—the Kremlin’s way. 
“ My poems were never in any 
sense anti-Soviet,” he said quietly. 
“ I am an absolutely private person. 
I am not a political person. I am neu­ 
tral and I intend to remain so in the 
future. Such a position is most dan­ 


gerous in some countries. TTiey re­ 
gard their citizens either as friends 
or fpes. . . 
“They try to compel a man to 
make his position clear. If he rejects 
this, something may happen to him. 
In my case, I was put on trial and 
sentenced to five years in a labor 
colony. There were some protests, 
and I was released after two years. 
“They wanted from time to time 
that I say something against my 
published work abroad. They told 
me that if I wanted to have some of 
my works published in the Soviet 
Union (after the release from the la­ 
bor camp), then I must speak out on 
various matters, including matters 
relating to the world situation. But 
what they wanted to hear was in 
many cases very far from my pri­ 
vate point of view.” 
Did anti-Semitism have anything 
to do with his deportation? Brodsky, 
who had lived all his life with his 
parents in Leningrad—they are still 
alive—had this to say: “This thing 
exists, but mostly in the big cities” 
where, of course, most of the Rus­ 
sian Jews are. “ They make it diffi­ 
cult for Jews to get good jobs. Young 
Jews have trouble enrolling in the 
universities. There are a number of 
more or less secret limitations on 
them.” They are the only people in 
the Soviet Union who have their reli­ 
gion stamped on their identity 
cards—“ 2iid” which means Jew. 
I do not expect to see CBS or NBC 
doing a documentary on this. Nor 
will I see Josef Brodsky on the John­ 
ny Carson show, the Merv Griffin 
show, or even on Meet the Press. 
There will be no enthusiastically 
greeted readings for him, such as 
the one Yebgeny Yevtushenko, the 
literary exhibitionist and Kremlin 
house poet, got. If Josef Brodsky is 
lucky, some publisher will put out a 
small volume of his work in transla­ 
tion. Probably some of the liberal- 
left organizations will picket his 
classes at Ann Arbor. Obviously, to 
paraphrase the old song. It Ain’t 
Whatcha Do, It’s the Place thatcha 
Do It.

As a person who has made a 
small fortune in burglaries and 
robberies I hav e some adv ice 
for y our readers. Perhaps I can 
sav e them some trouble and 
money . 
People spend money on bur­ 
glar alarms, pick-proof locks 
and watchdogs but they foolish­ 
ly issue inv itations to burglars 
by leav ing the garage doors 
open which lead right into the 
house. A hunk of meat or a blast 
of mace will quiet the dog. 
If a burglar wants to get into 
y our home or apartment he will 
get in. You might think it unbe­ 
liev able but I hav e ransacked 
many a nightstand while the 
owner slept less than one foot 
away . Burglars hav e discov ­ 
ered that the nightstand is a 
gold mine of wallets, credit 
cards, check books, jewelry — 
and guns. 
Once in the wee hours I actu­ 
ally had to crawl under a bed 
while the sleepy v ictim got up 
and went to the bathroom. 
When he returned and resumed 
his snoring I ripped the place 
off for a couple of watches, a 
hand gun and more than $125 in 
cash. 
One thing that worries a bur­ 
glar is a light in the bathroom. 
Most burglars do not wish to 
risk a face to face confrontation 
with an intended v ictim coming 
out of the bathroom.

The D octor Says 


By LAW RENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. 
Lamb—I am S3 
years old, a black woman of 
light-brown complexion. 
For 
quite a few years now, my skin 
has been turning very dark- 
brown. It started with the old- 
fashioned liver spots, but has 
spread until now it covers the 
greatest area of my face. I do 
not have this darkening of the 
skin on any other part of my 
body. My doctor says it is no 
disease as long as there are no 
bumps or erosions, but it seems 
to be continuously spreading. 
When I use a good make-up, it 
is 
hardly 
noticeable, 
but 
nevertheless it is still there and 
looks just awful without make­ 
up. Is there any way of stopping 
this or do you feel I need 
treatment? 
D ear R ead er—Skin color, 
black, brown or white and 
shades of them, is basically 
dependent upon how much 
melanin pigment is produced 


by pigment cells in the skin. 
There are about the same 
number of these pigment- 
producing cells in everybody’s 
skin, but some of them produce 
more pigment than others. 
Your doctor is probably 
right in saying that you don’t 
have any disease, if all that you 
have is a change in pigment of 
the skin. There are a lot of 
reasons for such 
pigm ent 
changes. Most of them are 
relatively harmless. In a young 
woman who might be taking 
birth control pills, this type of 
response can sometimes occur, 
producing increased pigmented 
spots on the face. It also occurs 
sometimes during pregnanacy 
and in other people it occurs 
with advancing years. E x ­ 
posure to sun seems to enhance 
pigmentation. 
The best thing I can suggest 
is to use a sun-screen type 
cosmetic spread over the area 
of 
increased 
pigm entation 


when you are out in the sun. 
This will help keep the sun’s 
rays from activiating the cells 
to produce more pigment in 
that area. I know this is a 
certain amount of bother, but 
the more you protect these 
areas in the 
sun the 
less 
pigm entation 
they 
will 
develop. But I would like to 
relieve your mind by telling you 
that these types of changes are 
not an indication of poor health 
o r e lf in H i c o a c o 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I am 42 
years old and eat radishes by 
the bunches. Someone told me 
they can be very harmful. 


D ear 
R ead er—Nonsense. 
Some people with digestive 
problems have difficulty with 
radishes, onions and similar 
foods, but otherwise there is 
nothing to it. Enjoy your 
radishes. They are a lot better 
for you than a gallon of coffee a 
day or all the sweets a lot of 
people eat.

T HE ABA-NBA m erg er, when and if finally org anized, is 
reported to hav e nothing ev en resembling a reserv e clau se. 
What the clau se does, basically , is bind a play er to that team 
for a lifetime, u nless, of cou rse, that team chooses to trade. 
Then, the play er has no choice abou t his new home town, u n­ 
less that ag reem ent is already part of his contract, a la Oscar 
Robertson of the Milwau kee Bu cks. 
The m erg er is g oing to be interesting , bu t the ev ents fol­ 
lowing a play er’s three-y ear contract will be ev en more ex ­ 
citing than the g ames. 
Shou ld Kareem Abdu l Jabbar—Lew Alcindor for those 
who forg et—play ou t his three-y ear contract, he is now al­ 
lowed to barg ain with any team and, of cou rse, for any sal­ 
ary . Ev ery team in the leag u e wou ld wish to hav e the Mil­ 
wau kee star on the squ ad, and wou ld g o straig ht to the Poor 
Hou se—withou t passing G o- to land the 7-3 su per star.

aTURALLY, 
the team s wou ld price one another ou t of 
most fans’ imag ination. And Jabbar wou ld sit back u ntil one 
team emerg ed with the hig hest fig u re. More Jabbars arou nd 
the leag u e there aren't, bu t there are hu ndreds of play ers 
who wou ld barg ain, not ju st the Jabbars, Wilt Chamberlains, 
Jerry Wests, and Oscar Robertsons. 
Most owners hav e no problem with nex t week’s allow­ 
ance, bu t ev en the mog u ls mu st hav e the dollars floating in 
from somewhere. 
Pu t y ou rself in their position: You are pay ing millions 
u pon millions for salaries of y ou r baseball or basketball 
team. The dollars mu st come from somewhere. And where 
else bu t the fans’ tickets? 
Some in fav or of the reserv e clau se may arg u e that fans 
then wou ldn’t bu y . And that’s the point. Neither wou ld TV 
stations, for ev en the ev er-popu lar boob tu be has a limited 
money su pply . 
With the fans g one, and the TV ev acu ating the dang er 
area, Mr. Owner wou ld be bankru pt, or so it wou ld seem. 
There wou ld g o one team, and another wou ld pick u p the 
play er’s tab, and wou ld start ov er ag ain. As long as the play ­ 
er can barg ain for any possible $$$ fig u re, it seems the fans 
are in dang er. Ev en the u nder-edu cated baseball play ers are 
intellig ent enou g h to pick u p the hig hest offer.

ne reserv e clau se opponent was say ing that the reserv e 
clau seless baseball wou ld water down the competitiv e spirit 
It’s rather dou btfu l that the “spirit” cou ld be dilu ted any 
more than it already is, ex cept between play ers for salaries. 
There mu st be a g o-between in the reserv e clau se battle. 
It seems like, as Cu rt Flood pu ts it, play ers are traded and 
sold like cattle. A play er mu st be able to neg otiate, bu t in do­ 
ing so among ev ery team in the leag u e, it seems ticket prices 
wou ld zoom. Or so it seems, for salary money mu st come 
from somewhere.
